Opening the meeting, Dr. Montgo 
mery sald:' This meeting had to be 
nrranged hurricdly, but its object, 
to protest against the incessant 
bombings of Canton by the Japanese, 
hos o special oppeal to Hongkong 
residents, and this 1s well exemp!!fied 
by the large number of people who 
have come this afternoon to attend 
our meeting and join in our protest. 

It ja o notable fact that this mect- 
ing synchroniscs with public protests 
being made in America, India, ond 
the ‘China Campaign Committee in 
England. 1 would lilke to mention, 
however, that the Idea to hold this 
meoting to-day came to members of 
the Hongkong League of Nations 
Society and others outside that So- 
slety almost simultancously, and be- 
fore anything was known about the 
public protests being organized clsc~ 
where. This clearly shows that 
People of different raccs in different 
ports of the world were thinking 
along the same Ilncs, and could not 
allow the repeated .and terrible 
bombings of Canton, with their terri- 
ble death roll, the wounding and 
maiming of many non-combatants, 
the wanton destruction of civilian 
houses and other non-military build- 
ings pass without raising a voice of 
protest against such methods of des- 
truction of life and property, which 


_ violate’ all the principles we stand 


for o9 members of, the League, and 
as members of a civilized community. 
(Applause). 

That Is why we are met here this 
afternoon, We have no desire to stir 
up iil will or bitter feelings, but 
sincerely hope that our protest, com~ 
bined with similar protests from all 
over the world, will so strengthen 
public ‘opinion everywhere against 

..such actions, that the bombings of 
Canton and other cities and villages 
in China will cease, and our protest 
will not be in vain. (Applause). 


LAW OF GOD VIOLATED

I was in my car 
and off a few minutes later. No 
planes had appeared. I raced from 
Lingnan University to the Pearl 
River Bridge. It was down, but only 
after identifying myself as a doctor 
was I allowed to cross. Arriving on 
ihe Bund opposite Sincere’s, the 
sound of planes was heard, Then 
the rattle of machine guns sweeping 
the streets. Men, women and child- 
ren were rushing wildly to shelter, 
and {t was all I could do to avold 
running them down. Bombs began 
falling about 9 a.m. I was making 
rounds on the fifth floor of the Hos- 
pital. Plancs roared but a fow hun- 
dred feet overhead. ‘The building 
shook with the shock of bombs fall~ 
ing nearby. Soon the Red Cross 
units began to carry in the wounded 
—men, women and children. Not 
one wounded soldier! All innocent 
civilians. . 

One day's toll of casualties brought 
to the Canton Hospital, actually re- 
Bistered 164. Hundreds of others 
were treated elsewhere. Killed num~ 
bered thousands and come still buried 
under fallen houses. 

Newspaper men who had covered 
Nanking, Soochow and other north- 
em cities, decinre that this is the 
worst massacre In this or any other 
war, 

I shall not describe ngain the 
tragedy of the sewing factory in Sai 
Kwan, where 100 women and child- 
ren were buried to death and many 
more horribly maimed. The Japan- 
ese spokesman will tell you, “It didn’t 
linppen!” Was he there? Did he sec 
what we saw? i 

For 103 yenrs the Canton hospital 

erved the people of Canton. 
Through fire and flood, in war and 
in peace, millions have come to it 
for healing. In oll this time there 
has been nothing to compare ‘with 
the tragedy of these past three weeks. 

In 1923 the whole world was 
horrified by the report of a great 
earthquake that brought death and 
destruction to the great cities of 
Tokyo and Yokohama. China, Great 
Britain, America with other nations 
poured out their gifts to the aid of the 
stricken Japanese people. Now these 
same Japanese, through their mill- 
tary leaders, have launched o for 
more terrible attack upon Canton. 


MUST BE RESTRAINED 


Nations as well os individuals must 
be restrained from madness and in 
this 20th century this.can be done 
by concerted action of the Powers it 
they are willing to work together, 

In Tuesday's S.C. M. Post the 
Foreign Munister of Japan Js re- 
ported to have sent his regrets that 
employees ond students of Lingnan 
University were shocked by bombs 
falling on-the campus. Actually the 


oMeial message from Japan referred.

Every doliar lont to Japan, every 
gallon of oll, every ton of iron sold, 
will be diverted to the aerial attack 
upon the people of this land.

BISHOP HALL 


Bishop Hall, who was the next 
speaker, began his speech by saying 
that the roid of yesterday morning 
demolished the houso of Mr, Witten- 
bach but fortunately there were no 


casualties, 


Referring to the subject of the 
meeting, the Bishop sald: 

Some years ogo representatives of 
two nations stated their casca ovcT 
the wirclesa in England. The secon 
speaker first of alt attempted to 
justify his country’s action on all 
points and then concluded, “Let him 
that is without sin among you cast 
the first stone.” I have the greatest 
sympathy with that speaker, for I 
have always regarded algebra as an 
unfair science. Why should not x 
added to -x make 2x?_ It is an un- 
dentable fact there are two x's on 
your page. National apologists, 
therefore, who first of all prove that 
their conduct hos been impeccable, 
and then go on to say that they are 
only one among many sinviers, have 
some reason for assuming that thcir 
cnse hns been doubly proved—that 
the answer to their sum is 2x. But 
unfortunately that 1s bad algebra, 
and bad apologetics, for the answer 
remains nought, and aerial bombing 
of commercial cities is left without 
a leg to stand on, or a flont to land 
on. (Applause). 

But there is a second reason why 
the words “Ict him that {s without 
ain cast the first stone” are important. 
I atand here to-night first of all os a 
Christian, but I am also an English- 
man, And neutrals, men and women 
not of my country, tell me uncom- 
fortable things about the use of 
aerial bombing on the Indian Fron- 
ler. And I sdem to remember a 
French proposal to use national mili- 
ae air arms os an_ international 

olice, and that England was not 
interested. 

Wo are met to-night to protest 
Ogainst bombing of citics or villages 
by any nation whatever (applause). 
I have not been on the Indian Fron- 
tier; nor_ do I know the inner history 
of the French proposal, but I have 
been in Canton. I have seen what 


bombing of a great commercial city 
means, 


ACCURACY OF BOMBING 


And I have three things to say 
about it; (1) There is a remarkable 
difference in the accuracy of bombing 
along the Kowloon-Canton railway, 
and In Canton city. On the railway, 
though the proportion of misses to 
(direct hits fs high, the proportion of 
yshell holes within twenty yards of 
-{the railway is very high indeed, and 
very few, are‘further away than 30 
yards, In Canton, on the other hand, 
the majority of the mjsses average 
from 400 yards to half o mile from 
possible targets. 

There are two possible explana- 
tions of this extraordinary difference; 
elther the men who dropped the 
bombs {n Canton are not equally ex- 
perienced, or it does not so much 
matter if you hit the bull’s eye when 
you ore over a great city. And if, 
as we are told, military objectives 
are sought, then we must conclude 
elther that the military objectives In 
Canton city are not so important and 
cun be left to less accurate marks- 
men, or that it docs not so much mnat- 
ter if they are hit, for if you miss 
the railway you hit a paddy ficld— 
if you miss in a great city God 
knows what you may not hit. 

The second point is this. Long 
distance aerial bombing of pure mill- 
tary objectives is proving much less 
successful than was anticipated. 
Since last September over 1,300 
bombs have been almed at the 
stretch of railway between Canton 
and Shum Chun, and the railway is 
still running. Nine months ago no 
one would have believed this pos- 
sible. The thirteen hundred bombs 
have reduced the trafile very consl- 
derably, but they have not. cut the 
railway. 


VITAL EXPERIENCE 


This experience is vital for’ the 
future. It suggests that there ore A 
and B types of military objectives, 
The A type ore those which con be 
reached without much danger to the 
civilian population, B type are those 
which must meas slaughter and suf- 
fering to the civilian population. 

We who look on, so terribly close- 
ly to what Js happening in Kwang- 
tung, suspect that the latter and not 
the former type are proving the more 
profitable targets, and that the Air, 
which God made the most beautiful 
of all the elements, will reverse the 
tradition of the sca, and women and 
children first for safety will .become 
qwomer and children first for danger. 
We are met to-night to try ond pre- 
vent that happening, not only in 
China, but in all countries. : 

My third point {s that, Long dis- 
fance bombing of B type objectives 
mugt be outlawed, or civilisation ts 
doomed, B type objectives ore such 
things os waterworks, electric power 
stations, civilian Government head- 
quarters, etc, and, of coursc, Uni- 
versitica and Schools. .I-understand 
that by international low theac aro: 
not military objectivea until they 
havo been taken over by the military: 
in a tlme of. actual siege. wile 

It is our duty, then,.who live ‘so 
nenr to what Is golng on, te. protest 
that these things must not be. Jt 
was the sinking of the Lusitania. that 
roused a great democracy in. a. Pre: 
vious: war. The continual. bombing. 
of open citles and- villages may have 
a similar effect. upon the democratic. 
world to-day. +s

terrible effects of bombing have also 
two messages. Tho first. is “this. 
Neutral enquiry into bombing must 
include Chinn os well as Spain. 
Sccondly, it is time for ideallem In 
International offalrs to raise its head 
again. : 


ONLY ONE’ DEFENCE 


There is only one defence against 
the bombing of clvilinns, and that is 
not a gos maosic or 2 decontamination 
squad, but concerted action against 
the perpetrators of such horrors. 

Acrial warfare is not likely to 
shorten, but to prolong wars, because 
it-can destroy civilian populations 
and.leave armies practically intact. 
And by Its very horrora it makes 
such bitterness that when it docs end 
there can never be peace but only 
on unending fear of inevitable re- 
tribution. 

In the name of God, let us waken 


'd| the world to reallso these things and 


make an end of its madness, - 
plause). ’ 


EYE-WITNESS TELLS 


Mr. Hahward sald in part: 

Having secn the mutilated bodics 
of children amidst. {he ruins of thelr 
homes my heart has been filled with 
chorror and shame at the thought 
that human beings could be so 
devilish. And so as one who has 
been on the spot in Canton and has 
personally seen some of the horrors 
perpetrated by the Japanese during 
the past fortnight I have no hesita- 
tion in denying all that the Japan- 
ese say in defence of their mur- 
derous and indiscriminate attacks on 
a practically defenceless civilian 
population living in on open city 
which is nothing but the commer- 
cial centre for South China. 

The staternents issucd by the 
Japanese Forelgn OMice in Tokyo, by 
the Jopanese Admiralty Publicity 
Bureau and other spokesmen are not 
only outrngcous lies, but infer that 
protests to foreign Powers have only 
been sent in by the Chinese authori- 
ties to arousc sympathy for their 
cause, The Canton Committce for 
Justice to China was responsible on 
Monday, May 30 for sending off to 
different parts of the world cables of 
protest by foretgners, many of whom 
had personally seen the ghastly re- 
sults of indiscriminate bombing. In 
the majority of cases bombs have 
fallen not on military or even gov- 
ernment objectives or anywhere 
near them, but on crowded civilian 
areas, This can be vouched for by 
many foreigners who, Illce myself, 
hnve gone out to render what help 
we could in..bombed clviljan areas, 


A ‘MoNsTROUS LIE 


‘ 

We have seen the mangled remains 
of scores of civiHMans—men, women 
and children—and. many wounded 
from the effect, of bomb explosions, 
and for the Japanese to say that 
casualtics were ipere by Chinese 
anti-nircraft fire ig.0 monstrous lic. 

On the morningj of May 30 some 
of the Japanese planes bombed the 
north-castern district of Canton near 
where I live. {I realised at once that 
there must be many casualtics as the 
place where I saw the bombs drop 
was a crowded area. Our Scouts 
were ready to go out and give a hand 
and as soon as we thought the planes 
had gone off we started. We had 
reached the edge of our compound 
when more plancs came over and 
{rom over our heads released at least 


(Ap- 


15 bombs-on-the same area. as be- - 


fore. Ten minutes later we were In 
the scene and no words of mine can 
adequately convey to you an idea of 
ihe destruction wrought to those poor 
people’s houses and’ shops. Scores 
of dead, dying ond wounded were 
strewn amongst the wreckage, whilst 
others more fortunate were standing 
dazed from the horror which had so 
suddenly come upon them. 

Two days later we went to the 
scene of another bombing again in a 
crowded civilian-arca just off the 
Wal O1 Tung Road. Here we la- 
boured for over an hour to’ release 
ft small boy of seven who wus 
pinned under a pile of masonry

Japanese airplanes are reported to 
have bombed Kluklang which Is the 
most southerly town on the Yangtse 
between Anking nnd Hankow, and 
are also reported to have attempted 
fo drop bembs on the boom erected 
across river by the Chinese fn the 
vicinity of Madang Forts. It is, 
however, not yet known whether the 
Japanese have destroyed the boom 
and thus cleared the way for the 
passage of their ships. 

Large numbers of Junks have been 
assembled by the Japanese for the 
purpose of trunsporting troops up 
the river, 

The authoritics jin Hankow are 
meanwhile actively engaged on the 
task of consolidating the defence of 
the city. All around the city fortl- 
fieatlons have been strengthened, 
and all roads within a wide area 
which Jead to the city, and which 
might ald the Jupnnese attack, have 
been blown up. In connection with 
the appointment of the Commander- 
jan-Chief of the Hankow Garrison, 
General Chen Cheng, as Governor of 
the Province of Hupch, it Js stated 
in Informed quarters here that this 
appointment is destined to facilitate 
the centralisation of the work of 
organtsing defence,—Trans-Ocean, 

Chinese Counter-Attack 

Anking 
Kweichth, Anhwel, June 17. 

The Chinese counter-attack on 
Anking bs progressing apace, accord. 
ing to military advices. 

With the arrival of heavy rein- 
forcements the Chinese are closing 
in on the city, and have already 
reached the immediate suburbs, The 
Japanese have suffered between 200 
and 300 ensunltics in checking the 
Chinese drive. 

Six Japanese motor boats and over 
20 small boats loaded with Japanese 
troops In the Yangtse River near 
Anking have been simi by Chinese 
fire during engagements in the last 
few duys. Many JInpanese were 
Killed. It fs sald that about 100 
Jupunese warships, transports and 
small craft are massed in the Yang- 
tse River between Wuhu and Anking, 

OMcial reports confirm the recap- 
ture of Liushoushan, a strategic hill 
below Anking by the Chinese on 
June 15 in a furlous counter-attack. 
The Japanese who occupicd the hill 
on June 13 had mounted ficld guns 
on its summit and hed been inter- 
mittently shelling the Chinese posi- 
tions. In drenching rain and under 
heavy fire, two Chinese columns 
counter-attacked the Japanese from 
right and left on the night of June 
14, After a bitter battle, the Chinese 
controlled the hill next morning. The 
Japancse left some 200 casualties 
behind. ; 

Latest reports state that Wusha- 
cha, on the south bank of the Yang- 
tse, 23 kilometres west of Kweichih, 
and Chienkiangko on the north bani 
below Anking, where the Japanese 
have made repeated attempts to land, 
are still in Chinese hands. 

At Tatukow opposite Anking the 
Chinese are “mopping up" the 
Japanese who have = landed.— 
Central News.

ond debris. He was released practic- 
ally unscathed but his mother and 
elder brother lay, dead, crushed to 
nearby. 
re npoloaists for murder state 
that thelr pilots scrupulously avoid 
passing over Shamecn, which fis a 
British ond French Concession, I 
have on occasions been in Shameen 
during raids and seen distinctly 
Japanese planes cross the whole 
length of the island. This js done by 
them in order the more casily to deal 
death and destruction to the adjacent 
crowded city. The Japancse Consul- 
General in Hongkong stated in reply 
to the protest made by the British 
Consul-Gencrat in Canton -that it. 
was most difficult for the Japanese 
plancs, when flying ot a deight of 
10,000 fect, to discern such a small 
object as Shamcen—an island some 
15 acres in prea. If that is so then 
ft would bo'equally impossible for 
these same planes to oim occurately 
at what they call military objectives 
within the city and which arc much 
emaller in aren than Shameen. The 
Japanese Consul-Gencral’s own words 


confound him. 


FOREIGN PROPERTY 

The Japanese have also stated that 
in numerous cases the Chinese au- 
thorities have ect up. military and 
government establishments in close 
proximity to foreign property 
throughout the elty of Canton. This 
again is an absolute Ue as practically 
nll the foreign property owned in 
Canton js elther in Shameen or Pak 
Hok Tung and Lingnan, which are 
both on the outskirts of the city. 
Within the city, apart from threo 
hospitals and the large compound 
surrounding the Roman Catholic 
Cathedral, there is practically no 
foreign property at all. In addition 
it ia true to say that Canton, until the 
barbarous raids of last September, 
wag practically undefended and it 
was only when the authorities 
renlised that indiscriminate bombing 
of the city was to be the order of the 
day that the anti-aircraft defence 
were strength¢ened. 

One could say much more in refu- 
tation of the excuses made by Japan- 
ese official spokesman, but I thint it 
should be clear to you and to the 
world at large by now that the Ja- 
ponese militarists are indulging fn’ an 
orgy of feightfulness in order to 
terrorise the population into submis- 
sion. Thts view has been further 
borne out by the statement mnde in 


London by the Japanese Ambassador 


to a deputation of the China Cam- 
paign Committee. He is reported to 
have said that the Japanese Govern- 
ment had found ft necessary fo des- 
troy the anti-Japancse movement in 
China and that the bombing of Can- 
ton had been undertaken in order to 
demorolise the Chinese people. If 
the Japancse really think that these 
are the methods which are going to 


.make the Chinese love their culture 


and co-operate with them they are 
sadly mistaken «(Loud applause). 
Instead, their ruthless ond savage 
methods have engendered in’ the 
hearts of thousands oan undying 
hatred for Japan and the people who 
are causing the destruction all over 
China. 

In conclusion I would urge that it 
is high time that the Governments 
of Great Britain, France and the 
United States of America and other 
countries should take strong action 
to restrain Japan in her campalgn 
of aggression in which so many thou- 
sands of innocent: civilians are suf- 
fering. (Loud. applause). 

“NO EXCUSE” 

The last speaker on the programme 
was Mr. G. She, who said: Our 
protest mecting has deen viewed 
with alarm by a few genuine lovers 
of peace as being something out of 
the ordinary. They seem to think 
that there {s some justification for 
the bombing of a town or village if 
it possesses military objectives, 

If you will quictly and dispassion~. 
ately analyse this, you willl flnd that 
once this contention is admitted, it 
can be advanced as an excuse.to 
bomb any city or village in any part 
of the world, If Canton can justi- 
finbly be bombed becouse it is the 
inlet for ammunition'or because it 
is a war base, then so can London 
and San Francisco for they too, can 
be called bases for the supply of 
ammunition into China. . 

The fact is that, tn modern war- 
fare, everything is part of armaments 
and once we concede that a city like 
Canton which Ss miles away from the 
fighting Mnes can be bombed with 
impunity, then war can never be. 
humanised or placed within reason- 
able Imits. : ; 

MILITARY TACTICS 

If you will study the history of 
military tactics’or -consider _inter= 
national Iaw and practice governing 
warfare, you will realise how revolu- 
tlonary ond unorthodox is this new 
contention of the Japanese army. 
that, once a clty is held to possess 
military objectives, then it can be 
Jaid into ruins, irrespective © of the 
size of its clvilian population or of 
the fact that it contains. a Jarge num- 
ber of women and children,

We have, in short, lost the sense 
of shock because we are dcecoming 
familiarised with horror. It shows, 
if I may say so, a weakening of the 
social conscience and a softening of 
the brain of the body politic. ‘ (Ap- 
plause). 

It {s, therefore, right and proper 
that we should hold this mecting if 
only to put our social conscience in 


that state of grace unto which ft has fy. 


been called. 
* There fs a further danger about 
acquiescing in the contention that a 
city 
bombed because it contains military 
objectives, and it fs this: How are 
we to define what js ai “military 
objective’ and who {fs to define it? 
SYNONYMOUS TERMS ; 

If once we acquiesce. in the 
bombing of a city because it held to 
contain military objectives then 
“war” and “massacre” are synony- 
mous terms. The term “war" will 
no longer bear its traditional 
meaning. [ venture to opine that 
even Chengls Khan, ruthless as he 
was, would not consider the callous 
bombings of the fair City of Rams 
w form of warfare recognisable to 

m. 

Even during the Great War, 
bloody and fierce though it was, 
slaughter was rainly confined to the 
front lines and the high seas. When 
for instance, London was bombed 
there was a spontancous and in-

The London Times expresses 
the opinion that it is ineredible 
think that Japanese troops 
are responsible for the breach- 
ing of the Yellow River dykes 
and causing a flood which has 
obviously interrupted their 
campaign against Hankow very 
effectively. It is true that de- 
liberate destruction of the 
dykes by the Japanese is un- 
likely.

Soon after the outbreak of the 
Great War she went to Russia and 
organised British hospitals _ there.

Turning then to other countries 
suffering from. the consequences of 
the War, Lady Muriel between 1019 
and 1922 organised hospitals and 
child welfare work in Czcecho- 
Slovakia, the Baltle States and 
Rumania. For years afterwards she

{interests of the people of British 
birth who had remained in Russia 
after the revolution..

pm. in St. John’s Cathedral Hall. 

In connection with the Resolution 
which it is p: to place before 
this Mccting, I beg, in fairness to all 
concerned, particularly. to the 
Japancse authorities and to the actual 
men in the field, thot you will kindly 
place before your Mccting to-night 
the following facts and views for 
consideration, Jest grave injustice is 


done. . 

‘The Resolution, it will be noticed, 
is aimed particularly at Japan, but 
it is my considered contention that it 
is based on mis-informatlon, if not 
on deliberate invention or distortion 
of what purports to be fact. - 

The charge of “Indiscriminate 
Bombing” 1s one which from tho first 
the Japancse authorities have strenu- 
ously denicd. : 

It must be patent to all that the 
Japanese plancs have had the mili- 
tary establishments in Canton for 
thelr targets, as {8 evidenced by the 
fact that they have succeeded. in 
destroying many of them. While it 
must be admitted that the technique 
of nerial bombing to-day still leaves 
something to be desired in its ac- 
curacy, and that even the most 
skilled airman cannot always attain 
100 per cent. accuracy, yet everything 
possible has been donc by the 
Japanese authorities to avoid un- 
necessary loss. 


DEEP AND GENERAL REGRET 


That Japan’s recent aerial bom- 
bardment of Canton has been accom- 
panied by more or less damage to 
civillans, is a matter of deep and 
gencrai regret, but under present 
conditions it is inevitable that civi- 
lians must suffer. to some extent, 
although I wish to. emphasize again 
that such losses have not been the 
result of bombing of an indiscriminate 
nature, in spite of the protest made 
against Japancse, aerial attacks by a 
group of foreign, physicians in Can- 
ton, who nctunily treated victims in 
thelr hospitals and. were stirred by 
the sight of tragedy, which can be 
well understood. 

Nevertheless, it is true that loss 
of civilian life has been made a lever 
for propaganda purposes and has 
now been so exaggerated that it 
would appear to have been tho sole 
object of Japanese aerial operations. 
Any actual damage inflicted on mili- 
tary establishments has been much 
less talked about, the publication of 
all such losses having been carefully. 
prohibited. : 

Any protest therefore, based on 
one part of the whole picture may 
lead the public to a wrong conclusion, 
as if Japan were bombing civilians 
indiscriminately, making the destruc- 
tion of civilian lives and property the 
sole object of her aerial attack. 

Actually, in order to avold elvilfan 
suffering and loss, the Japanese alr 
forces used to give warnings to tle 
civilians of their bombardments, but 
such wamings were usually inter- 
cepted and prevented from reaching 
the people. Evacuation of civilians 
from the city therefore did not take 
place until the commencement of the 
Japanese operations, thus adding con- 
siderably to the roll of casualties. 


Also, it is reported that when a 
group of foreign misslonarics pro- 
posed to establish ‘a safcty- zone for 
the clvilans, this plan was rejected. 
One cannot but be doubtful, there- 
fore, of the precautions that were 
taken, if any, for the protection of in- 
nocent citizens prior to the bombing, 
although subsequent propaganda was 
intensified. ‘ 17

FLOODS WON'T 
STOP WARFARE 


The London Times expresses 
the opinion that it is incredible 
to think that Japanese troops 
are responsible for the breach- 
ing of the Yellow River dykes 
and causing a flood which has 
obviously interrupted their 
campaign against Hankow very 
effectively. It is true that de- 
liberate destruction of the 
dykes by the Japanese is un- 
likely. But, according to 
Chinese claims, their bombs and 
shells had the effect of weaken- 
ing them, at least. Even if the 
Japanese did not actually cause 
this devastating flood, or if the 
hits of shells and bombs on 
the dykes were accidental, 
nevertheless the Chinese will 
feel that the invaders are 
morally responsible for this ter- 
rible ~destruction which faces 
Bay, 
with some justice, that ‘had it 
not been for the intrusion of an 
enemy army, the Chinese would 
not have been preoccupied and 
would have been able to guard 
themselves against the ever- 
present threat from the Yellow 
River in the‘ rainy season. 
Whether or not the flood was 
preventable, ig scarcely a basis 
for useful argument. It . has 
come, with all the death, quick 
‘and slow, which inevitably 
follows it. Japanese are fight- 
ing it to save their armies from 
disaster and to keep a way open 
for their drive against Hankow. 
The ‘Chinese peasantry are 
fighting it, with even greater 
dosperation, to save their lives 
homes. But it will 
surprise no-one if the Chinese 
troops, deeming any effort . to 
stem the rush-of savage waters 
futile, make the most of this 
unexpected assistance in the 
‘campaign of defence, and attack 
the Japanese wherever they 
can reach them, whether they 
are building dykes or dug-outs.

troops who are now attacking In the 
vicinity of Anking have pisceeeled 
in reaching the suburbs of that city. 

The Japanese are endeavouring to 
morch on Hankow along three 
routes, The first army, advancing 
on the road from Hofei to Hsinyang, 
is co-operating with detachments In 
the captured town of Chenyangkwan, 
to the north of Liuan. A second 
army advancing on Hwoshan, which 
is south of Liuan, Is said to have 
been held up by the Chincso in the 
mountainous reglon some 12 miles 
enst of Hwoshan. The third army, 
ndvaneing along the road from An- 
king to Hankow with Tenshon as {ts 
Immedjate objective, is stated to have 
been brought to a standstill by the 
Chinese near Tungeheng. 

Japanese airplanes are reported to 


have bombed Kiukinng which ‘Is the | 


most southerly town on the Yangtse 
between Anking and Hankow, and 
are also reported to have attempted 
to drop bombs on the boom erected 
across river by the Chinese in the 
vielnity of Madang Forts. It fs, 
however, not yet known whether the 
Japanese have destroyed the boom 
und thus cleared the way for the 
pussnge of their ships... 

Large numbers of junis Rave been 
ussembled by the Japanese for the 
purpose of transporting troops up 
the river. 

The authorities in Hankow are 
meanwhile actively engaged on the 
tusk of consolidating the defence of 
the city. All around the city forti- 
fications have been strengthened, 
and ol] ronds within a wide area 
which lead to the city, and which 
might aid the Japanese attack, have 
been blown up. In connection with 
the appointment of the Commander- 
in-Chief of the Hankow Garrison, 
General Chen Cheng, ns Governor of 
the Province of Hupch, It ts stated 
in informed quarters here that this 
appointment is destined to facilitate 
the centralisation of the work of 
organising defence,—Trans-Occan, 


Chinese Counter-Attack 


Anking 


Kwelchih, Anhwel, June 17. 
The Chinese counter-attack on 
Anking Is progressing apace, accord- 
Ing to milllary advices. 


With the arrival of heavy rein- 
fercements the Chinese are closing 
in on the city, and have already 
reached the immediate suburbs. The 
Jnpanese have suffered between 200 
and 300 casualties in checking the 
Chinese drive. 


Six Japanese motor boats and over 
20 small boats loaded with Japanese, 
troops in the Yongtse River near 
Anking have been sunk by Chinese 
fire during engagements in the Inst 
few days. Many Japanese were 
killed, it js suid that about 100 
Japanese warships, transports and 
small craft arc massed in the Yang- 
tse River between Wuht and Anking. 


Official reports confirm the recap- 
{ure of Liushoushan, a strategic hill 
below Anking by the Chinese on 
June 15 in a furious counter-attack. 
The Japanese who occupled the hill 


"fon June 13 had mounted field guns 


on its summit and had been inter- 
mittently shelling the Chinese posl- 
tlons. In drenching rain and under 
heavy fire, two Chinese columns 
counter-attacked the Japanesc from 
rifht ond left on the night of June 
14. After o bitter battle, the Chincse 
controlled the hilt next morning. The 
Japanese left some 200 casualtics 
behind. 


Latest reports state that Wusha- 
cha, on the south bank of the Yang- 
tse, 23 kilometres west of Kweilchih, 
and Chienkiangko on the north banle 
below Anking, where the Japanese 
have made repeated attempts to land, 
are still in Chinese hands. 


At Tatukow opposite Anking the 
are “mopping up” the 
Japanese. who have landed — 
Central News. 


Japanese Landing Repulsed 


Canton, June 17. 

It ie disclosed by local military 
authoritles that a combined attack 
from sea and in air on Mamoi, ten 
Kilometres south-cust of Foochow, on 
the north bani of Min Kiang, was 
made by six Japanese warships and 
five bombers last Wednesday. 


While hurling more than two hun- 
dred shells and dropping scores of 
bombs on the Chinese positions on 
shore, two, attempts were made to 
Jand by about 500 bluciackets, but 
were finally frustrated. Ninety were 
killed among invaders, according to 
despatches received by local authori- 
tles from Foochow. 


It {gs rdmitted that for a time ‘dur- 
ing the engagement, which lasted for 
three hours in the morning, the situa- 
tion was very critical as a score of 
the blueinckets succeeded in estab- 
lishing themselves on shore, pro- 
tected by o barrage from their war- 
ships, while the plancs machine- 
gunned the Chinese positions. How- 
ever, the arrival of Chinese reinforce- 
ments from Foochow turned the tide.

must be admitted that the technique 
of aerial bombing to-day still leaves 
something to be desired in Its ac- 
curacy, and that even the most 
siilled oilrman cannot always attain 
100 per cent, accuracy, yet everything 
possible has been done by the 
Japanese authorities to avoid un- 
necessary loss. 


DEEP AND GENERAL REGRET 


That Japan's recent aerial bom-, 
bardment of Canton has been accom- 
panicd by more or Jess damage to 
civilians, ts a matter of deep and 
general regret, but under present 
conditions jt is inevitable that clvi- 
lians must suffer to some extent, 
although I wish to emphasize again 
that such losses have not been the 
result of bombing of an indiscriminate 
nature, in splte of the protest made 
against Japanese nerial attacks by a 
group of foreign’ physicians in Can- 
ton, who actually treated victims in 
their hospitals and were stirred by 
the stght of tragedy, which can be 
well understood. 

Nevertheless, it is true that loss 
of civilian life has been made a lever 
for propaganda purposes’ and has 
now been so exaggerated that it 
would appear to have been the sole 
abject of Japanese aerial operations. 
Any actual damage Snflicted on mill- 
tary establishments has been much 
less talked about, the publication of 
all such Josses having been carefully 
prohibited. 

Any protest therefore, based on 
one part of the whole picture may 
lead the public to a wrong conclusion, 
as if Japan were bombing civillans 
indiscriminately, making the destruc- 
tlon of civilian lives and property the 
sole object of her acrint attacls. 

Actually, in order to avoid civilian 
suffering and toss, the Japanese air 
farces used to give warnings to the 
civiliuns of their bombardments, but 
such warninits were usually inter- 
cepted and prevented from reaching 
the people. Evacuation of civillans 
from the elty therefore did not take 
place until the commencement of the 
Japanese operations, thus adding con- 
sidernbly to the roll of casualtles. 


Also, It is reported that when a 
froup of foreign missionaries pro- 
posed to establish a safety zone for 
the clvillans, this plin was rejected.

The London Times expresses 
the opinion that it is incredible 
to think that Japanese troops 
are responsible for the breach- 
ing of the Yellow River dykes 
and causing a flood which has 
obviously interrupted their 
campaign against Hankow very 
effectively. It is true that de- 
liberate destruction of the 
dykes by the Japancse ig un- 
likely. But, according to 
Chinese claims, their bombs and 
shells had the effect of weaken- 
ing them, at least. Even if the 
Japanese did not actually cause 
this devastating flood, or if the 
hits of shells and bombs on 
the dykes were accidental, 
nevertheless the Chinese will 
feel that the invaders are 
morally responsible for this ter- 
rible destruction which faces 
the country. They will say, 
with some justice, that had it 
not been for the intrusion of an 
enemy army, the Chinese would 
not have been preoccupied and 
would have been able to guard 
themselves against the ¢ver- 
present threat from the Yellow 
River in the rainy season. 
Whether or not the flood was 
preventable, is scarcely a basis 
for useful argument. It has 
come, with all the death, quick 
and slow, which inevitably 
follows it. Japanese arc fight- 
ing it to save their armies from 
disaster and to keep a way open 
for their drive against Hankow.

The floods have assumed even greater proportions 
as a result of yesterday’s torrential rains, and the red- 
brown waters of the rivers are now pouring relentlessly 
across the surrounding country from at least 20 breaks 


‘in the embankments. 


It is estimated that over 3,000,000 people are now 
endangered by the flood waters. 


The Chinese und Japanese troops ; 


who were fighting desperntely in the 
Lunghai Railway arca last weelc are 
now separated by a lake 33 
wide, extending from the 
River to Chowkiakow and covering 
over tt thousand square miles of 
country, 

The city walls of Kalfeng, capital 
of Honan province, are still holding 
the waters in cheek, but Kaifeng ts 
surrounded by a sea that is rapidly 
rising, and is slowly cating at the 
foundations of the ancient walls.

Had Slim Hope 


Shanghal, June 17. 

The floods are spreading  relent- 
lessly over the fint plnins of northern 
Honan, and have inundated an area

However, Japanese engineers ond 
officers directing the fight against the 
floods sre confident that the water 
can be stopped if the Yellow River 
docs not show a further rise within 
the next 48 hours. 

Rain in the immediate vicinity of 
the breached embankments, or fur- 
ther up the river, will make human 
efforts to. stem the floods hopeless, 
leaving the way open for a major 
catastrophe, 

In such an event the Yellow River 
wold seck a new course, and would 
prebably Now southward along its 
ancient bed, past Hsuchow, to the sca 
in the vicinity of Haichow.—Reuter.

With two songs to practice'on, you 
boys and girls who have been 
following these lessons must feel 
like regular musicians. If you can 
pinay “Old Folks at Home,” here {s 
something interesting to try. It 1s 
called the “tremolo cffcct,” or 
“vibrato” and makes your harmonica 
music sound like violin notes. 

You know those trembling, waver- 
Ing notes that violinists play when 
they “shiver” the strings with their 
fingertips? To imitate this effect on 
your harmonica, do as follows: Hold 
your harmonica firmly in your left 
hand between the index finger and 
thumb. Press the lower part of the 
palm of your right hand” firmly 
against the same part of your left 
hand, as shown in picture. It’s just 
like ‘having hingés at the wrists. 
Your hands open and close—but do 
not separate. 

When the hands are closed, or 
“cupped” as harmonica players suy, 
they form a tone chamber = waich 
muffies and sweetens the note. 

Place the harmonica to your lips. 
Close the tone chamber and piny a 
sustained single note, holding it for 
a count of eight,

PEAK MURDER HEARING: 
“OPENS AT MAGISTRACY 


Outlining the case for the prosecu- 
tlon, the Crown Prosecutor in the 
Challinor Murder Case, Mr. J. 
Whyatt, sald to-day. in Central 
Maglstracy that the Crown case was 
that defendant murdered — Mrs. 
Challinor by stabbing her with two 
kitchen knives, + 

At the tlme of the murder defen- 
dant was employed aos ‘cook boy by 
Mr. Challinor. He had been employ~ 
ed as such for 15 months and, in 
addition, the staff consisted of a 
coolle, n gardener, a wash amoh and 
atohauffeur, : 

“Defendant was o satisfactory sere 
vant during the period of his empldy- 
ment," Mr. Whyatt sald. 

“He wos a good cook and gave no 
trouble, apart from personol com- 
plaints by Mrs. Challinor in respect 
to small matters connected with his 
work. 

“The relations between defendant 
nnd his employer were the relations 
that usually exist between mistress 
and servant, 

“Shortly before the beginning of 
May arrangements were made for 
Mrs, Challinor to go to Enpland to 
visit her daughter who was at school 
there, It was intended that Mrs. 
Challinor: should leave on May 29, 
returning carly in November, 

“Arrangements were made to Iet 
the house to new tenants during her 
nbsence, Accordingly, on April 30. 
when Mr, Challinor was paying the 
servants their wages, he gave cach 
of them «& month's notice, and told 
all but one of the servants that they 
Lwould be re-engaged by the tn- 
comin: tenants on a fortnight’s trial. 

“That one exception was the de- 
fendant 


DEFENDANT UPSET 


“Defendant was told that his ser- 
vices would no longer be required, 
ng the incoming tenants were bring- 
Ing thelr own cools boy. 

“On hearing this, defendant scem- 
ed oo “ttle upset. Mr, Challinor 
tried to reassure him, telling him that 
he should not find it diMcult to 
obtain another position. 

“Defendant, however, refused to 
tnke comfort from these assurances, 
He would not eat his food and in 
other ways ‘ppeared most disturbed. 

“On the evening of May 4, and 
Mrs. Challinor retired at about 11 
pam. 

“Several hours Jater, at about 4 
am, Mr. Challinor was awakened by 
the volce of his wife crying ‘Boy! 
Boy!’ 


SAW BOY STABBING WIFE 


“He leapt from his bed, and saw 
the defendant, holding a kitchen Icnife 
ta ench hand, repeatedly stabbing at 
the body of his wife. 

“Mr, Challinor. grappled with the 
assallant, As he struggicd he calied 
out to his wife to fo to the telephone 
in the hall and cali for assistance. 

“Mrs. Challinor made as if to go to 
the hall but as she stood ‘blood spurt- 
ed from her body and she collapsed. 
She was dead within a few minutes. 

“The struggle between Mr. Chal- 
linor and the “boy” lasted fully 20 
minutes, when Mr, Challinor succeed 
ed in disarming the man. 

“The defendant then ran away ond 
Mr. Challinor , telephoned to the 
police.” 

“Mr, Challinor telephoned for Dr. 
Durran who In a few minutes was on 
his way. 


ATTACKED OTHER SERVANTS 


Defendant apparently went to the 
back ‘of the house. About four a.m. 
the coolle returned from town hind 
saw the Hght on in his master’s 
room, but did not suspect anything 
was amiss. The coolle was undress- 
ing preparing to go to. bed when he 
heard the nolse of the gate ond foot- 
steps approaching. 

He thought perhaps it was his 
master, so he switched off the lights 
and stood in darkness. A moment 
later the door opened, the light was 
switched on, and’ he saw defendant 
standing there covered with blood 
and dressed only in ao Chinese 
jacket and a pair of socks. 

Defendont was carrying a hammer 
and he made an attempt to strike the 
coolic, who, however, warded off the 
blow with a cotton quilt. Defendant 
{hen made an attempt to strike the 
gurdener who occupicd the same 
room but the two men rushed ut the 
defendant, pushed him out of the 
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door so that he fell on his back. The 
gardener and coolic then ran off. 

“They heard defendant call out 
“Robbery! Robbery!” Neithar of 
them knew what had happened, ond 
as they were frightened they ran 
down the main road and then towards 
Gough Hill Police Station. 

“On the way they met two Chinese 
detectives who hnd been sent out in 
response to a message from Central 
Police Station. The coolle and gar- 
dencr made a short report to the 
detectives and the four people then 
returned to the house. 


SAW FIGURE ON ROOF 


“One of the detectives rang the 
bell and the other fnshed his torch 
about and on to the roof, The-light 
showed the outline of a man’s figure 
crouching on the roof near the rain 
gutters, 

“The moment the light rested on 
him this man leapt into the air and 
crashed on to some flower pots nbout 
twelve feet below. 

“Sergt, Moron, who had come by 4 
longer‘route, because he was bringing 
First Ald equipment on a bicycle, 
arrived at this moment and he in- 
structed the detectives to question the 
man, because nobody knew at this 
time whnt had happened. 


TRIES TO SHIFT BLAME 


“Defendant sald his name was Lam 
Chun, and added ‘{ have stabbed the 
Master, the coolie stubbed the Mis- 
tress, and the gardener kept watch. 
We were all taking part in [tt The 
latter part of the statement Is 
untrue, but it js significant that he 
was attempting to throw the blame 
for the fatal stnrbbing on to someone 
else. 

“Other European police arrived 
shortly afterwards and they went 
{nto the house, where they found Dr. 
Durran. He had examined the body 
of Mrs. Challinor, and finding life 
extinct, had commenced to give 
medical attention to Mr, Challinor. 


TAKEN TO HOSPITAL 


“An ambulance arrived and re- 


moved Mr. Challinor to the War 
Memorial Hospital, and n little Inter 
defendant, who had been injured in 
his Jump from the roof, was also 
taken to hospital, where he remained 
for several weeks, 

“The police found the bed-room in 
a state of complete disorder, The 
furniture and the walls were splat-* 
tered with blood; two blood-stained 
knives were on the floor, and they 
were Identified by the coolie os being 
ordinarily kept and used in the 
kltchen, 

“In addition, a palr of trousers and 
underciothes, and @ torn sleeve from 
a Chinese jacket, were found. 

“Some keys Ieft by the coolie were 
in the gate. : ‘ 

“On the roof-near the rain gutter 
where defendant had been crouching 
were found.a blood-stained hammer 
and a beer bottle. The neck of the 
bottle had’ been broken off, and the 
neck was found on the conerete path 
below. 

“Later that morning the body of 
Mrs, Challinor was removed to the 
mortuary and a post mortem cx- 
ymination revealed, in the doctor's 
opinion, that death was due to 
severe haemorrhage following stab 
wounds. There were eight of these 
stab wounds and onc had severed the 
sub-clavian  blood-vessels. In the 
opinion of the doctor, the “hae- 
morrhoge from that wound alone was 
sufficient to cause death. 

“The other seven wounds were not 
In themselves suffictent to cause 
death, but the haemorrhage from all 
of them might have resulted in death 
if medical attention was not quickly 
forthcoming. 5 

“A statement wos made by defen- 


dont whens he was charged on June 
10. 


MR. CHALLINOR ON STAND 


Mr. Challinor, glving evidence said 
that two or three days ofter he had 
given accused notice to leave his 
employ, prisoner said to him that he 
was sorry they had discharged him 
because he had been with them for 
15 months, and he also asked for a 
reference. Witness told him he 
would discuss it with his wife, and 
the following day he told accused 
that he could not give him a reference 
becouse he felt he could not con-

was cought, 


sclentiously give him a favourable 
one, : 

Referring to the night of the crimo, 
Mr. Challinor said his wife went to 
bed about 10.30-p.m. and ho followed 
half an hour later. The door leading 
in the bedroom was Ieft open three 
or four inches. ‘ 

“During the night I was awakened 
by my wife's voice calling out ‘Boy! 
Boy! Don't be silly! Don’t be silly!" 
I then woke up and sat on the bed. 
The light was on and I saw my wife 
sitting up, while the prisoner was 
‘standing with his back to the mantle- 
piece with a knife In exch hand. I 
sprang out of ‘bed and pressed the 
button of the electric switch between 
the twin beds In the hope that it 
would attract the other servants, os 
the lights had an extension to the 
servants’ quarters. Then I jumped 
to my wife's bed and flung myself 
between her and the prisoner. I put 
my right arm nround her body to 
keep her behind me. 1 then looked 
ot the prisoner and I saw by 
o travelling clock on the man- 
tlepiece that it was two minutes 
past four. I then — said to 
the accused: “Boy! Let us be sensible 
about it. You know what will hap- 
pen to you If you injure missy and 
me, 

He replied: “You say T am silly. 
T am not silly. I nm going to sill 
you.” 

He then took one or two paces 
forward, I was. still shielding my 
wife between me and endeavouring 
to get over tho bed into the passage- 
wny between the twin beds.” 

Mr. Challinor then told of his fight 
with accused, The case is proceeding. 


EX-SAPPER 
CONVICTED 


Second Offence 
Discovered 


A Chinese ex-sopper named Lom 
Fat, who had been 17 years in the 
‘British Army, was charged before 
Mr. H, R. Butters at the Central 
Magistracy this morning \vith mali- 
clous damage and larceny of 121 
fect of electrical cable from the 
military barracks at Pat ‘Sha Wan 
Ory June 15, 

Inspector Wright prosecuted, and 
said on June 15 a Chinese sentry, 
Li Shui, R.E. 367, was on duty at 
Pak Sha Wan. About five o'clock 
that morning, he saw the defendant 
running along. the trenches with a 
bundle of electrical cable. ‘The 
alarm was ralsed, and the defendant 


The cable was connected to the 
motors and searchlight, and the 
damage done amounted to ‘$600. 
The cable was valued at $100. The 
defendant was an ex-sapper, having 
been dismissed from the Army in 
1936, ufter having served a sentence 
of three weelss’ imprisonment for 
larceny. 

Sentence of five months’ tm- 
prisonment was imposed on the first 
charge, while a conviction was regis- 
‘tered on the second.
